The leaders of the gold standard move- 
ment are not in evidence. John P. Hop- 
kins, who led, and was supposed to have 
organized that movement, is not on the 
grounds. Mr. Hopkins is a member of the 
‘Democratic State Central Committee, but 
that consideration has not moved him to 
come here, or to delegate anybody as his 
proxy. On money lines the convention is

All he wanted, after discovering the strong 
state of the Bland feeling, was to have an 
uninstructed delegation to Chicago. In this 
campaign, Mr. Walsh co-operated with the 
Altgeld managers, who had taken the posi- 
tion that it was not necessary or politic to 
instruct the Illinois delegation for any out- 
side candidate so long as it is possible that 
any illinois man may be in the race. When 
the Bland men urged that Morrison had 
withdrawn and left the field clear for IIli- 
nois instructions for an outsider, the Steven- 
son boom was resurrected, but.it did not 
serve the purpose of dampening the Bland 
enthusiasm which grew during the early 
part of last evening,with the arrivalof each 
successive train from the central and south- 
ern parts of the State. 

About midnight, after several conferences 
between Champ Clark, J. W. Farris and oth- 
er Bland managers from Missouri, the 
movement to instruct for Bland began to 
assume shape. 
Such strong Egyptian politicians as C. F. 
M. Youngblood, ex-Congressman Williams, 
Nic Perrin’ A, J. Hunter, A. W. Hope and 
M. F. Hartzell were to take the leadership 
in a movement to force Bland instructions 
through the convention. The movement 
was strong in itself and on its merits, but 
it gained recruits through the disappoint- 
ments of the friends of candidates for del- 
egate-at-large, who, it was understood, had 
been turned down to make room for Mr. 
Hinrichsen and Mr. Fithian. 
Mr. Fithian, it was tnderstood, was to

Able Speeches by Gov. Altgeld and 
Temporary Chairman Bell. 


PEORIA, III., June 23.—The Illinois Dem- 


ocratic State Convention assembled this af- 
ternoon for what promised to be a notable 
session, Temporary Chairman Alexander M. 
Bell spoke as follows: 

If there was a time in the history of any 
political party when every step should be 
taken with prudence, but without fear, and 
when wise counsel should prevail, that 
time is now at hand for the Democratic 
party. Great issues are before the peo- 
ple; momentous interests are at stake. This 
year will become famous in the calendar.

PRICES STILL FALLING. 

The day after the Wall Street party 
adopted its gold standard platform, prices 
of the great staple products began to 
fall. Wheat, corn and oats ruled lower, 
and the provision market fell in sympathy 
with the grain market. 

Stock and scrip of the trusts, railway 
shares, and bonds—all the values manip- 
ulated by the speculators, and that have 
the weight of gold. behind them rather 
than actual material wealth, rose in 
sympathy with the boost given to gold. 
The bubble of spedulatlon swelled: while 
the value of the farmer’s products dimin- 
ished. 

This process continues. Yesterday the 
grain market here showed an almost com- 
plete collapse; and the same conditions | 
prevailed at Chicago. American wheat 
fell in the Liverpool market; and no en- 
couragement was visible at any points 
from which reports are received. 

The stock and bond market, of course, 
shows no such decline. It may fall here 
and there, Certain stocks may be tem- 
porarily depressed, under the influence 
of the “bears,” or by secret manipula- 
tions for the benefit of the “lambs,” but 
it is a foregone conclusion that this class 
of securities will go up as gold appre- 
clates on account of the gold standard 
triumph in the Republican convention. 
The New York bond sales were heavy 
and at stiff prices, Railroad, government, 
State and municipal ds, representing 
gold, are strong and steady, while the 
value of the products and material wealth 
they represent is falliffg 

The only relief from this state of affairs 
is in honest bimetallism. The people must 
pronounce at Chicago against a policy 
that means ruin to the producers and 
higher profits to the bondholders.

One Death Resulted and 1

Sizzling, spluttering, deadly wires, burn- 
ing poles charged with electricity, Stygian 
darkness and a terrible uncertainty as to 
what would happen next were a few of the 

elements that made locomotion in all parts 
of the city a dangerous undertaking Mon- 
day night. 2 

Since the tornado there has not been so 
much trouble with the wires, not only in 
the. down town districts, but in the resi- 
dence portion of the city &s well. 


Not content with taking one human life, 
the deadly live wire went out in search 
of other victims and had not the rain — 5

trouble began early in the evening 
Just after the heavy rain and continued 
wntil along after daylight Tuesday. 

Message after message poured in at the 
offices of the various electric light and 
power companies. The trouble wagons 
Were on the go constantly. 

As soon as one break was remedied an- 
other would be reported. The linemen would 
hurry off to another part of the city only 
to be summoned elsewhere about the time 
they were ready to return to the office. 

In the downtown district it was ex- 
tremely dangerous to be on the streets, 
and pedestrians had more than one narrow 
escape from death by the deadly current. 

To add to the confusion lights went out 
in various quarters while the trouble was 
at ifs height. The electric light companies 
hed so much to attend to that in many in- 
stances it was hours before defects that 
might at any time have proved disastrous 
to Ide and property were remedied. Though 
every man available was pressed into ser- 
vice and every quick device was used, 
the trouble was. too far-reaching to be 
handled with celerity. 


The comparative slowness with which the 
defetts were remedied, despite the unceas; 
ing labor of the trained workmen, was to 
many anxious people on the streets Mon- 
day night convincing proof of the inabili- 
ty of even the best equipped companies to 
avért serious trouble so long as the wires 
remain above ground. Though under ordi- 

ary circumstances defects may be reme- 
died before they prove serious, the coimpx-

Supt. Benedict Now Says the Wires 


Mustn’t Go Under Ground.

Opposition to the subway bill has de- 
veloped. from an entirely new source, and 
the objecting authority is such as is cal- 
culated to play an important part in the 
fight which the Edison and the telegraph 
and telephone companies have all along 
manifested against putting the ordinance 


The objector this time is no less an offi- 
cial than Silas J. Benedict, superintendent 
of the Police and Fire Alarm Department, 
He is radically opposed to the putting of 
the wires underground, and would make 
nil all the efforts that a long-suffering peo 
ple have made to that end. 

Singularly enough Mr. Benedict has Kept 
silent during all the agitation of the subject 
and while the public, aided by the Lighting 
Department and Board of Public Improve- 
ments, were — at the doors of the

The sinking of the wires in other cities 
and their successful operation under ground 
was long withstood as an argument, but 
the people at last prevailed.

This conflicted with the new bill, and 
Councilman Keyes introduced an amended 
bill, which is soon to come up, making the 
law operative by December * 1897. This 
amended bill also, instead o 
wire companies six months in which to 
prepare their plans and submit them to 
the Board of Public Improvements, allows 
them only 30 days for such preparation. The 
limits of the old bill, which were from 
Spruce street to Franklin avenue, and from 
Twenty-second street to the river, are not 
changed. 

The amended bill was the product of W. 
B. Thompson, attorney for the Edison 
company.

‘Every one of our fire alarm wires that 


passes from an overhead wire to a subway 
must have a fuse at the point of connection. 
The fuse serves to break the circuit when 
the line is struck by lightning.

From each of his dupes the swindler ex- 
acted an initiation fee of $250, and he rep- 
resented to them that the number of citizens 
admitted to the brotherhood was so regulat- 
ed that each member would be given $4,000 
annually to distribute. 

Notwithstanding that the scheme was 
clearly fraudulent, the authorities have evi- 
dence that the swindle has been extensively 
worked in Texas; Kansas, Central Missouri 
and Bennessee. The swindlér was greatly 
assisted in convincing his dupes by an ac- 
complice in Washington, from whom he re- 
ceived daily mail, including Treasury re- 
ports and other statements that were appar- 
ently sent to him in franked envelopes. 
These were exhibited as evidences of his au-

There was little doubt of the fact that 
the crowd was worked up to a high pitch 
of excitement, and it looked at one time as 
if there would really be a mob formed to 
cut the poles, 

Well,“ remarked one man, “I am going 
home.

Stewart’s body was examined at the 
Morgue and frighful burns were found on 
his chest and left side.

BEATEN BY ITALIANS. 


Two Fakers From Louisville Set Upon 
and Clubbed by a Drunken 
Crowd. 


When Beecher Prendall and P. Jones 
staggered into the Dispensary shortly 
after 3 p. m. Tuesday they looked as if 
they had been placed against a stone wall 
and butted by a battering ram until the 
ram grew ashamed and quit through sheer 
pity. 

Both men are young and their stylish new 
suits were blood soaked. They groped their 
way through the dimly lit corridors of the 
City Hall leading to the Dispensary. They 
would have had to do so had the hour been 
noon, so badly was each of them“ cut, 
bruised and blinded. Jones could not see 
at all and Prendall falteringly led the way. 

Prendall said they were fakers from 
Louisville, Ky., having arrived here late 


Monday afternoon. 

It was late before they concluded to go to 
bed, and then went in search of a lodging 
house near Third and Vine streets. 

Prendall said they were near the place 
when they were set upon by a half dozen or 
more Itallans, knocked down with sticks 
and bowlders, and beaten almost into jelly. 

They vainly cried for help, but no police- 
man came to the rescue, nor could they find 
one to whom to tell their woes. Knowing 
the location of the Dispensary they made
